Eight skeletons of Mound Build­ 
ers were dug from the burial mound 
at the mouth of Town Creek, Thurs­ 
day under the supervision of Gerard 
Fowke, who is exploiting the mounds 
for the Smithsonian Institute. 
The members of the Tenneseee Val­ 
ley Historical Society were invited 
to witness the opening of the mound 
and to view the findings. People from 
Leighton, 
Courtland, 
Rogersville, 
Tuscumbia, Sheffield and Florence as 
well as many farmers, assembled at 
the historic spot and saw the un­ 
earthing of grim skeletons buried for 
hundreds of years under a mass of 
shells. 
I As the workers dug deeper into the 
mound,, flints, 
arrowheads, 
stone 
hammers, and 
copper 
implementa 
were uncovered. A copper bead, green 
with age and almost decomposed lay 
near the neck bones of one of the 
skeletons and this was carefully sav- 
id by the aged Mr. Fowke. 
One of the skeletons displayed a 
set of teeth on both upper and lower 
jaw in very good state of preserva­ 
tion. 
These were retained for study by 
scientists who will determine 
from 
them, some facts concerning the age 
and habits of the wild Indians of their 
time. 
The historical society met for the 
dinner hour at the bank of the Ten­ 
nessee river, under some overhang­ 
ing limestone ledges, which formed 
a sheltering roof where ancient In­ 
dians also assembled, built their fires 
and cooked their food, or where they 
sought shelter from the storms and 
spent the night. Evidences of these 
ancient councils were shown by the 
blackened roof of the limestone ledge 
where the smoke had left its stain. 
President King of the society was 
enabled to gather some interesting 
exhibits for his collection *nd to gain 
some information about the early In­ 
dian ljfe in the Tennessee Valley.

In speaking of the possible return of capital now 
invested in America to Europe, Mr. Hoover says: 
For the sake of the greater stability afford­ 
ed by American conditions those controlling 
European capital sent here were willing to 
sacrifice something in interest rates. With 
the restoration of stability in Europe this 
capital will gb back there to obtain the ad­ 
vantage of higher interest.

v this will do the slightest harm to the Ameri­ 
can situation. 
■ Another hopeful aspect of the situation Is 
that there Js always a tendency to anticipate 
good results, and the indication of the helpful

Of course the recuperation of Europe will 
intensify competition in many industries, but 
paralleling it will come expansion of con­ 
sumption in European countries.

“Establishing, by implication at least, a new and 
nobler standard for penal institutions everywhere, 
and ushering in, by such a conquering insignia, 
the era of regeneration through love,” the Rig 
Brothers Bible dass of Montgomery, is hacking 
a movement, which now nears successful enmpte- J 
tion, for placing in Kilby prison a painting of 
Christ, that the face of the Savior may prove a 
comfort and an inspiration to those unfortunates 
who come within the prison walls. 
The people of the state now are asked to con­ 
tribute to the fund which is being raised tq de­ 
fray the expense of the painting^ which is to be 
done by Max Susan off, famous artist. The pris­ 
oners at Kilby already have given liberally of their 
mite, the members of the class have contributed 
and the pubtic generally now is given an oppor­ 
tunity to participate in this plan. 
Judge Leon McCord, teacher of the Big Broth­ 
ers class, in a statement tb the press of the 
state, says: 
“Enclosed please find an appeal to your 
people to contribute to the fund to have 
painted and hung in the Kilby Prison a pie- 
tur of Jesus the Christ. The picture will be 
painted by a master, ami will take four 
months in which to complete it. We expect 
to have it hung at Christmas time. Each of 
the inmates of this prison, numbering over 
eifeht hundred, have contributed the sum of 
five cents, they having an allowance of fif­ 
teen cents per week from the state.
